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The Adelante program at San Jose City College, in 
California, seeks to engender social, cultural, and political 
consciousness among Hispanic students and increase 

retention/graduation rates by offering cognitive core courses along 
with counseling and academic cupport services. A study was conducted 
to compare the success rates from fall 1990 to spring 1992 of 
students in the program to those of othvir Hispanic students and all 
other students in five courses: English lA (transfer composition), 
English 92 (one level below lA) , English 335 (two levels below lA) , 
and Guidance 96 (career planning). Success was defined as receipt of 
a grade of "C" or higher or credit for a course. Results of the 
survey included the following: (1) overall, Adelante students had a 
687. success rate, compared to 517. for other Hispanics and 547. for all 
other students; (2) Adelante students in English 335 had relatively 
high success rates of 797. (fall 1990) and 747. (fall 1991), compared 
to 49X and 607. for other Hispanics and 477. and 557. for all other 
students; (3) in English 92, Adelante stuv^^nts showed success rates 
of 637.^ for fall 1990 and 567. for fall 1991, compared to rates of 617. 
and 507. for other Hispanics and 51% and 507. for all other students; 
(4) the highest success rates for Adelante students were in English 
lA for spring 1991 (807.), considerably higher than other Hispanics 
(457.) and all other students (5i'/i) ; and (5) the one course in which 
Adelante students did not perform as well as other students was 
Guidance 96, registering success rates of 667. in fall 1990 and 567. in 
fall 1991, compared to 617. and 58/i for other Hispanics, and 63% and

Mission 

Adelante at San Jose City College is a year-long program that seeks to engender in Its students a social-cultural-political consciousness to 
increase pride in Hispanic identity and commitment to individual and group endeavors that contribute to lifelong success. The program Is 
committed to Increasing the recruitment, retention, graduation and transfer rates of Hispanic students. 

History 

Now in its third year. Adelante began as the result of a Title 111 grant In developmental education. The program is modeled on Enlace at Evergreen 
Valley College, with the ^*ddition of a Career Planning course that teaches students to learn more about themselves and their careers. Specific 
courses include Bask? Writing (English 335/Engllsh 92 in one semester). Reading (English 102). Guidance 96. and College Composition (English 
1A). (n Spring 1993, Mathematics component will be launched. It will cover Math 11A and Math 13 (Algebra 1 & II). The Adelante Pro-am 
currently serves approximately 40 stur'ants. This report does not Include English 102 data, which wes unreported. One Math 1 1A section and 
one Speech 20 s action for Spring 1992 which contained large numbers of Adelante referrals, but were not officially part of the Adelante Program, 
were also omitted.

Success Story 

The Adelante classes that were offered from Fall 1990 through Spring 1992 were ENGL 335 (two levels below English 1 A), ENGL 92 (one level 
below English 1 A), and Guidance 96 (Career Planning) during the fall semesters, and ENGL 1 A (Uansfer composition) during the spring 
semesters. The Hispanic students in the Adelante sections of these courses were compared to ail other Hispanic students in the same courses, 
as well as all other non- Adelante students in the same courses. 



Overall Success Rates 
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174 Hispanic Adelante students had: 

— > a 68% overall success rate. 716 other Hispanic students in the same courses had a 51% success rate, 

-> a range of from 2 to an impressive 35 percentage points higher than other Hlspanics in seven of the eight comp jtfisons. 

— > a 68% overall success rate, 2871 non- Adelante students In the same courses had a 54% success rate. 

Conclusion 

The Adelante program continues to show great success. This is very impressive given that there were commonly graded finals in English 92 and 
English 1 A writing classes for Spring 1992 to help stabilize grading variations. The results are encouraging and support the kinds of interventions 
that are being used in the program on behalf of Hispanic students.

[ Cornment:] The overall success rate of Hispanic Adelante students in Adelante sections of 
' four courses over four semesters was 68% compared to 51% for Hispanics in 
non-Adelante comparison sections. These are encouraging results. 



In all cases except one, Hispanics in Adelante groups had higher success rates 
than other Hispanics in non-Adelante comparison groups. 

Of special note is the fact that English 1A Hispanic Adelante students had 80% 
and 74% success rates for Spring 1991 and Spring 1992, respectively, 35 and 34 
percentage points above other Hispanics in non-Adelante comparisor. sections at 
45% and 40%. It appears that the Adelante program is having a posi-ive effect 
on the success rate of Hispanic students.

English 335, English 92, English 1 A, and Guidance 96 Hispanics at 51%. In all four semesters, the 
Hispanic Adelante students had higher success rates than the other Hispanics, ranging from between 8 
percentage points higher in F91 to 35 percentage points higher in S91 . Most in'iividual Adelante sections 
had small numbers of [Hispanic students, however; therefore, caution should be used in generalizing from 
data for a single semester's comparisons.
